REMARKS 

The above amendment merely cancels claims non-elected pursuant to a restriction 
requirement first made in the Final Office Action. The amendment does not narrow the 
broadest scope of the elected claims and/or was not made for purposes of patentability. 
It is submitted that the above amendment puts the application in condition for allowance 
since the only remaining claims, i.e., claims 6, 8-12 and 14-29, were indicated in the Office 
Action to be allowable. The amendment does not raise new issues or present new matter and 
does not present additional claims. The amendment was made to address the restriction 
requirement first made in the Final Office Action, thus, it could not have been earlier 
presented. Accordingly, it is submitted that the requested amendment should be entered.
